In an 
interview last night he issued the followingjgtalement i ■ . 



"After a good deal of thought, I 
have decided to withdraw as a can 
dldatc^gpni il tbe^ elections to the 
positirafof^Praldeht of' the Stu- 
dents* Society. My Initial reason for 
running was that I feU,<it to be 
vital that elections to such an Im- 
portant office be Iniact real elec- 
tions and not simply lop-slded con 
tests or acdamatlons". 

' "Without a real election, people 
do not take Interest, nor do they 
feel responsible for the results and 
this of course feeds McGUl's cele- 
brated apathy. Capable people, of 
whom there arc many on the camp- 
us, do not feel called upon to exert 
tholr energies in areas of student 
eovcmmcnt, and, as a result, po- 
tential leadership fails to develop 
Itself. • 

"I felt that I was capable of do- 
ing a good job, and that, In parti- 
cular, I could direct attention to 
certain relatively neglected areas 
— relations with our sister univer- 
sity on the other side of the mount- 
ain, and the lamentable lack of at- 
tention paid to the foreign students 
at McGIlI, being but two examples. 

Responsibilities 

"However, and despite the many 
gratifying assurances of support 
that I have received from so many 
people, I have come to the follow- 
ing conclusion : the responsibilities

At each day pastes Canada it plunged more and n}ora 
deeply Into what may well be Its mott Important election 
campaign In the latt three decadet. lit outcome may deler- 
mine, among other qu^tliont, the future of our system of 
political partiet. It will almost certainly effect Canada's posI> 
tlon In NATO, her relations with the European Common Market, 
her foreign trade policy In this age of increasing interdepend* 
ence, and a host of equally important, -if less spectacular, 
domestic questions. 

With all those matters at . stake, the campaign and the 
• stated polideiAoLthe^fo^ wo/- become even rnore 

confusing t^^Si^fSra now; contradictions and contradictory 
reconciliàtionV^of I earlier contradictions ore even now filling 
the newspapers and journals. In the light of this situation the 
possibility of a straight party line vole becomes mora and 
more likely. Confused by an ever>changtng mats of incpmplele 
Information, many people may be led to simply trusting in 
fate and voting as they have for the last ten, fifteen, or twenty 
years. . . ^ 

If ever there has been a year In which' voters : should 
forget party allegiances per se and vote on the basis of pro- 
grams and leaders this Is that year. That is not to say that 
everyone should twitch parties, but It does mean that each 
voter has a vital duty to really analyze the promises being 
made and their likelihood of being fulfilled. 

The decision of the voters in this election will also answer 
two other questiorit of the greatest historical importance, for 
this election will provide a test of the maturity of the Canadian 
electorate and, consequently, a means by which we may be 
permitted to decide whether or not the' Cabinet ' tyttem of 
government will endure in Canada. The Cabinet tyttem Is one 
which demands ajjîimotwé^^ 
stable électorale. - UnliKeWiîùnf Presidential^^ 
function properly tn a minority franiework. The Cabinet must 
-have the support of a ma}or|ty^ofith ej nembers . of Parliament' 
' If its legislative program U to be^^lKmg more than à cbllec* 
tlon of. unsatisfactory, or plallludinous' compromises. 

There are some who feel that the rise of the SocldlfCrectit^ 
and New Democratic parlies foreshadows a long period of 
unstable minority governments in Ottawa. We may have spe* 
cific complaints about the last government, but whatever they 
be It is hard to deny the fact that the political chaos which has 
marked the last seven months was in no small measure due 
to the minority situation Itself. * 

It Is not unreasonable to assume that if we elect a ma* 
|ority government on April 8, the return to a two-party system, 
after this brief Interlude, will be hastened. However^ if April 
9 finds us with- another minority government. It may well 
be time to re-éx'amlne our entire constitutional structure. Prefer 
it as we may, the Canadian people must recognize that the 
Cabinet form of government was the prodluct of a homogeri*. 
eous people living on a small Island. The Canadian people 
ore not homogeneous,' anci far from being sma|l, jwirj^jni!-. 
lion citizens are spread over 3.5 million square mlïe^fS&^nd,^-. 
from Atlantic to facific, from Arctic to the Niagara panffi^^^ 

Indeed it is the way of. politicians to declare that every 
election It the mipst important. and, |n tha tense'^y/orld of the 
cold war this claim has become'.mora Wth'^ than exaggeration. 
However, a hard analysis . of thé facts must lead one to the 
eoncliitlon that this is a very important election for. all of us. 
In a very real sense the future of Canada is at stake.

Chinese Student 
Asserts Democracy 
In Formosa 

Dear Sir, 

This is my first year In Ca- 
nada, the impression that I have 
is that people are kind to me 
and most are intelligent. I am 
thanlcful for their liindness; and 
I admire their intelligence. But 
there , is only one thing which 
disappoints me; that is the lack 
of knowledge and understandhig 
of my country — the Republic 
of China.,.- 

Sometimes .the country is mis* 
understood;^ things are misinter- 
preted. Being hurt Is inevitable. 
As I was taught ever since child- 
hood to yield to others, I did my 
best to follow that doctrine. But 
something happened last week, 
and I can no longer keep silent. 
I believe everyone in my posl-' 
tlon would liave been upset. 

Last Wednesday's Daily rc^ 
ported McGiU's victory In the 
Debate with Harvard in which 
Joel Bell, McGill's representati- 
ve, made the statements that, 
"Formosa has no due process of 
law and no elections." I felt very 
sad, for my country fought on 
the side of Democracies in-World 
War II, took an active part in 
the framing, of the United Na- 
tions Charter,' and has since ful- 
filled all its obligations bi the 
United Nations and other btter- 
national. bodies. It is in- recogni-, 
tlon^of llti: sacrificesi In -^tha^àkj 
'. war and' lt8''conlribtttlohs''toythr 
cause of peace that the Republic 
of China is a permanent member 
of the Security Council. But my 
dear friend, Joel Bell, tells me 
that the Republic of Cbbia is 
not a Democracy. 

I ask your permission to pre- 
sent the facts. Taiwan (Formo- 
sa), the only democratic provin- 
• ce of the Republic of China, has 
due process of law' and free 
elections. The lack of these fun- 
damentals is a main criticism of 
the Communists; these are the 
only thbigs .which my uncles 
'and brothers, on tho Mainland 
under tyranny of the Commu- 
nists regime, dream about; these 
are the only things which.I want 
to. bring to them. 
^^çli^Due Process of law : ' 

A. Constitutional Evidence,s:. 

ArUcIe 8,- 15, 18- aiâdï24$'ot^ 
the Constitution of thé'Répùblio ' 
of China are all the', fundamien- 
tals relating to the matter.of due' 
process of law. (hifonnatlbhs - of 
the substance is available by 
personal contact.) Such civil 



rights as freedom of. person, do- 
micile, speech and religion are 
guaranteed by the Constitution. 
People have the right to work, 
to own property, to go where 
and; when they please, to pe- 
tition or file complaints agabist 

. the . government and receive in- 
demnity if unlawfully detained 
or arrested. More^;; Important, . 
such rights are implemented 'to " 
the largest extent compatible ' 
with surviyal^'in the war with 
Communists. Tliis' dearly jfefutcs 
the occasional charges that Chi- 
na is a police State. 
Law courts include District 

' Courts, High Courts, and the Su- 
preme Court. In Taiwan, there 
are at present 12 District Courts. 
In April, 1956, a district court 
was established on Kinmoy. Last 
July I had, the occasion of vi- 
siting there for the investigation 
of a crimbial case, 
B. Eye Witness : 
There have been at least six 
cases before the Supreme Court 
concerning Articles 8, 10, and 
24 of the Constitution. The Po- 
lice Office and the Military Law 
Bureau were held to have violat- 
ed the Constitution. (The Court's 
Reports are unfortunately not 
available to me in Canada, a 
fact which prevents me, giving 
any citations.) , • 

As a . graduate -of the Law

$250 in cash. There will also be 
$100 scholarships for the winners 
In each sub-section and $50 scho- 
larships for second place. 

Last year, the winning exhibit 
was a group project by two Loyola 
twelfth-grade students who enter- 
ed a rocket display featuring a 10- 
foot model of a iixic and sulphur 
propelled amateur rocket with the 
accompanying payload.

Redmen Harriers 
?M Definite Coup 
In Carnival Relay 

The third annual winter car- 
nival relay v/as run last Friday 
with the McGill Harrier team 
placing first in the record time 
of 4 hours and 39 minutes, led 
by Captain Bob Walklw, McGill 
cut more than 11 minutes off 
last year's time, MacDonald Col- 
lege was a big surprise finish- 
ing second, about ten minutes 
behind McGill, with University 
of Montreal, w.ho placed second 
last year, a close third. 

According to the rules, a team 
consists of 4 to 6 men, to run the 
48 mile distance from Montreal 
to Mont Habitant. ' 

The f, race , began at 8 am with 
near zero temfieratures at th^^tart. 
There was also a strong head wind 
producing frozen faces. MacDo- 
nald's team using short intervals of 
about a quarter-mlle, opened an 
early lead, which they held for 
over 30 consecutive miles. At times 
the gap stretched to more than 
500 yards. 

Early in the race McGUl's run- 
ners were covering over a mile 
each, but coach Pete Adams pro- 
gressively shortened the interval 
to avoid losing contact with the 
MacDonald team. Finally, less than 
five miles from Piedmont Louis 
Sanchini put McGill into the lead, 
which was held for the remafaider 
of the race. ' - . 

.The race was unusually close for 
such a long distance. The Univer- 
sity of Montreal team had fallen 
nearly a mile behhid the leaders 
at one point, but with a partlcu* 
larly strong effort over the last 
three miles, their lead runner fi- 
nished only twenty feet behhid the 
Aggie leader.
